June 23, in the 
Juvenile Court on charges of grand 
larceny. Thty admit baving stolen 
jewelry, money and clothing. 

William Lawler, 4 special officer 
attached to the Deer Street Station, 
went to the Walkenhorst home at 
4116 Sacramento avenue Saturday 
morning and obtained a confirmatory 
confession from Mrs, Walkenhorst’s 
eldest daughter, Mary, 18 years ofd. 
She admitted knowledge of the thefts 
by her sisters and said her mother 


had instructed the children in the 


ways and means of larceny. 
Digs for Buried Jewels, 
She took Lawler tg a tree in the rear 


yard about fifteen feet from the house. 

“Dig there,” she told him, “and you 
will find some of the things the chil- 
dren stole.”’ 

Lawler got a spade, and at a depth 
of 3 feet unearthed a woman’s, watch, 
two lockets and two neck chains, all 
gold. These—things, with a purse con- 
taining $76, were taken by the little 
sirls from the home of Mrs. Nettie 
Herndon, 5615 Wells avenue, Mary said. 

The young woman then related to 
Lawler how her mother sent the little 
girls forth, ostensibly to look for work 
to support a destitute family, but in 
reality to ransack any houses to which 
they might be admitted. Usually the 
girls carried a note, of which the fol- 
lowing is a specimen: 

“To Whom It May Concern:

Told of Destitute Family 
The two little girls called Friday aft- 


ernoon at the home of Mrs. T. C.

The last Federal constitutional 
“question involved in the mill tax leg-| 
islation between the city of St. Louis 
and the Wnited Railways Co. has 
been decided by the United States 
Supreme Court in favor of the city.

day that the United States Supreme 
Court had dismissed the motion of the 
United Railways Co. to add to the 
court’s, original decree in the mill tax 
ease the words, “without prejudice.” 

This motion was made in the United 
States Circuit Court at St. Louis more 
than a year ago and overruled by 
Judge Dyer. An appeal was taken to 
the Supreme Court. The object of 
United Railways in applying for an 
amended decree was to prevent the 
city from using the plea in the State 
courts that the Supreme Court of thé 
United States had adjudicated all cone 
stitutional fssues in the case. 

The Supreme Court’s latest decision, 
in the opinion of Roudebush, finally 
estops the United Railways Co. from 
further proceedings mn the Federal 
courts, and will give the city a decisive 
advantage in the trial of the eight suits 
-#gainst the company for $1,850,000, now 
due and unpaid. 

Soon after the enactment of the ordi- 
nance requiring the United Railways to 
pay into the city treasury as a license 
tax 1 mull for each revenup. passenger 
transported over its lines in the city 
the company filed an injunction suit 
in the United-States courts to restrain 
the city from enforcing the law. 

The city won in the United States 
Supreme Court. By inference, but not 
in specific language, the Court decided 
that the mill tax ‘ordinance was valid, 
and not in conflict with the franchises 
granted to the underlying corporations 
of United Railways. Also, that the mill 
tax was an occupation tax, and not a 
property tax. | 

The railways company contended that 
the mill tax was a property tax, and 
that as such it was double taxation. 

The eight cases in the Circuit court 
of St. Louis are pending in the divis- 
ions of Judges Fisher, Shields and 
Grimm. They have not been set for 
trial, pending a decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States on the 
Federal questions involved. 

It is now thought by the law depart- 
ment of the city that the cases wil] be 
set for trial this fall. This city is ask- 
ing for judgments against the company. 
If it wins, and the company takes an 
appeal, it will have to give a super- 
sedeas bond, aggregating twice the 
amount of the judgments, which: would

The fires of the last two nights 
have thrown 650 workmen out of 
employment and caused a total proper- 
ty loss of $750,000. The Frye plant em- 
ployed 250 men and was the second 
largest planing mill in the city. The 
Huttig Sash and Door Works de- 
stroyed Thursday night was the larg- 
est of its kind in St, Louis, and was 
one of the largest in the United 
States. It gave employment to 300 work- 
men, 

The Fatham & Miller Plan‘ng Mill, 
the Missouri Stair Co.’s plant, and 
the Mound City Box Co., all of which 
were burned Thursday night when 
the flames leaped from the Huttig 
plant, employed gol: aoraraasuad 100 
men, 

The losses are fully bovased by in- 
surance. The Frye manufacturing 
plant is covered by $300,000 insur- 
- ence. The loss is estimated at $250,- 
- 000 by Henry Arnold, secretary of 
the company. The insurance on the 
plants destroyed by fire Thur@day 
night amounts to $722,110, according 
to reperts compiled by underwriters. 
Of this amount the Huttig company 
carried ‘$617,000. The Fatham & 
Miller plant was covered by $67,500 
' insurance, the Missouri Stair Co. by 
, $31,000, and the Mound City Box Co, 
- by $6610. The losses are classed as 
total in these plants.

Second Fire Started in Rox Car. 

The fire in the Frye plant #riday 
night started. in a box car standing 
in the yards of the company near the 
warehquse.

‘the blaze. He ran across the tracks 
to the scene of the Huttig blaze 
where the firemen were still pouring 
water on the ruins, and told them, 

Before the firemen could reach the 
engine house of Company No. 6, direct- 
ly in front of the Huttig plant office, the 
fiames had spread rapidly and were seen 
by employes of the United Railways, 
who turned in the alarm.

Feels That Merits of Administra- 
tion Have Been Dragged 
Down by Revolution.

CORUNNA, Spain, June 17.—Physical- 


ly enfeebled and sick at heart, Gen. Por- 
firio Diaz, an exile from the republic 
of. which he was chief builder, at last 


has yielded to an impulse of self de- 
fense. In a formal statement he justi- 
fied his adiministration as President of 
Mexico, and reproached his countrymen 
for what he describes as their ingrati- 
tude. 

The expression, the first of a personal 
nature since he was forced from office, 
was made on board the steamer Ypiran- 
ga during the brief stop of the vessel in 
this harbor last night. 

Diaz has received the Governor of 
Corunna and the Commandant of the 
Port, who, with their staffs, had board- 
ed the vessel at the direction of the 
Government, to present the greetings 
of Spain, and the Mexican Consul. 

When he was apporached by- newspa- 
per representatives at first he agked to 
be excused, pleading indisposition and 
explaining that, though the troublesome 
tooth had been extracted, he still suf- 
fered from an abscess on the lower 
jaw. 

However, after consulting with the 
members of his party, the following 
statement was given to the Frabra 
Agencia, the official press association 
of Spain: 

“Gen. Diaz is saddened by the recent 
events in Mexico and the ingratitude of 
his countrymen. 

‘“He voluntarily sacrificed his ambition 
in the hope of obtaining tranquility for 
the nation, foreseeing that if he contin- 
ued to defend his cause he might afford 
a pretext for intervention. 

“The bitterness and deep disappoint- 
ment which he felt was mitigated by 
the warmtn of the manifestation of 
Sympathy on his departure from Vera 
Cruz. 

“Much has been said about a military 
dictatorship, but can one thus define a 
regime which rested on an arnmgy re- 
duced to 14,000 men? 

“Gen. Diaz, when he g=sumed power, 
had to deal with conditions requiring 
energy, but afteryerd the nation ripened 
ble to direct itself con- 

. Gen. Diaz's later policies 
erpreted by his adversaries asa 
of weakness. 


His Merits Forgotten. 

“Gen. Diaz, confident of the good 
sense of the people, thought that the 
agitation would disappear, but the peo- 
wie, easily forgetting the merits of the 

jaz administration, allowed themseives 
to be dragged into a_ revolutionary 
movement.’”’

: TERMINAL OWNERSHIP. | 


The elimination of the Terminal Association’s 
charge of $50,000 a year for carrying St. Louis 
mails across the Mississippi River is under con- 
sideration by the Postoffice Department. Ac- 
cording to Washington dispatches the decision 
hinges on the question of the ownership of the 
Terminal Association and its consolidated prop- 
erties. The postoffice officials take the view 
that if Eastern railroads are proprietors and 
component parts of the Terminal Association, 
they should deliver the mails without bridge tolls 
at their St. Louis terminus. In short, that as 
the trunk lines own the bridges and terminals, 
they should; as railroads do elsewhere, deliver 
the St. Louis mails free of tolls in St. Louis, in- 
Stead of delivering them in East St. Louis and 
then exacting a bridge toll on their own bridges 
for delivery in St. Louis. 

This is the true view of the case. It is the view 
taken by the Post-Dispatch during its prolonged 
campaign for the abolition of all arbitraries. 
We have contended that the St. Louis bridges and 
terminals are integral parts of the railroads which 
own the, Terminal Association, and that deliv- 
eries should be made by the railroads on their 
terminals*in St. Louis without special charges. 
The bridges and terminals should be maintained 
by the general revenues of the roads as else- 
where, not by tolls levied on St. Louis traffic 
alone. 

This was the view taken by the Municipal Ter- 
minal Commission, which, after thorough investi- 
gation, pronounced the toll gate system “ab- 
normal, unusual and unjust,’ and expressed the 
opinion that ultimately all tolls should be abol- 
ished and free deliveries made by the Terminal 
failroads within the radius of the Terminal sys- 
tem on both sides of the river. : 

That the railroad managers agreed with the 
Municipal Commission is proved by their abo- 
lition! of all tolls on St. Louis traffic outside of 
the 100-mile.zone. Within that zone the tolls in 
modified form were continued, witu the statement 
by the commission that they should ultimately be 
abolished. 

Railroad men generally agree that tue toll- 

#i.te system is abnormal and obsolete. ‘Vneir 
attitude on the question is demonstrated by the 
fact that no such condiuwcu exists in other large 
cities. With one or two exceptions where, as in 
ft. Louis, the railroads have combined monopo- 
listic bridges and terminals, no tolls are charged 
on any bridges and no terminal charges are levied. 
There were never any charges on St. Louis bridges 
on any traffic passing through St. Louis in any 
direction—only on St. Louis traffic to and from 
the East. The bridges were used as toll barriers 
to free trade against St. Louis iraffic alone. 
There is no room for debate on the question of 
the ownership of the Terminal association. It 
is amazing that President McChesney and Supt. 
Burlingame should have made any denial of the 
established fact that the association, with its 
bridges and terminal properties, are owned by 
the 14 proprietary railroads which compose the 
combine. The independent terminal organiza- 
tion is merely a matter of form and bookkeeping. 
Its stock is owned by the proprietary railroads, its 
fixed charges are guaranteed by the railroads, and 
its board of directors is made up of representa- 
tives of the railroads. The separate organiza- 
tion is maintained for the convenience of man- 
agement and was originally formed for the pur- 
pose of giving the toll system and the defraying 
of interest and maintenance expense an appear- 
ance of necessity and legitimacy. The fiction of 
independence and separation was continued after 
the reality was gone to preserve the toll privi- 
lege. 
The postal officials can easily determine the 
question of ownership. It is clearly set forth 
in the testimony adduced in the dissolution suit 
brought by the Federal Government under the 
Sherman anti-trust act. It is declared in the doc- 
uments of the Terminal Association. In_ the 
“trust agreement” of 1902, between the 14 pro- 
prietary railroads, which follows the general 
provisions of the original agreement of seven 
railroads, and is in harmony with the “guaranty 
agreement” of the same date, is the following 
paragraph: 

“The Proprietary Companies are the 
owners in severalty of all the capital 
stock of the Terminal Association, in 
equal shares; and said action on the 
part of the Terminal Association has 
been taken at the instance and request 
of the Proprietary Companies, each of 
which has approved the general mort- 
gage bonds and the general mortgage, 
and in respect of the stock of the Termi- 
nal Association owned by it, has author- 
ized the execution and delivery thereof. 
This is decisive as to ownership. All that need 
be added to it is that other roads not having pro- 
prietary interest in the association are admitted 
to membership in the combine on the same terms 
as proprietary roads.

N elemental simplicity of setting, and

by Mrs. Fremont @QJder can be com- 
pared to the best specimens of Hall 
Caine’s fiction.

”’ is explained as a result of 
records > edhe during the last 20 
years of active excavation into the past. 
As this “digging” for forgotten records 
had surprising results in many ways, 
it brought to light so much in Luther’s 
case that Dr. Smith felt it as his call 
to write this new life of a man “already 
more written about than any other man 
save one, who ever lived.’ 

As the result is a book of absorbing 
interest, it needs no apology. Luther's 
own gelf-revelation was so complete that 
those who know him only through his 
“Table Talk’’ can have little to learn 
from new discoveries which show his 
‘human side’’ in its weaknesses. The 
charm of Dr. Preserved Smith’s work is 
his appreciation of Luther’s own sense 
of humor, as it made it possible for him 
finally to tolerate the intolerable in him- 
self and everyone else, including his 
wife, ‘Mistress Katy,’’ in her capacity 
as “‘Master Katy,” de facto head of the 
Luther family... The famous couplet at- 
tributed to Luther: 

Who loves not woman, wine end: song 

Lives a fool his whole life long 
is not authenticated by Dr. Smith’s new 
discoveries, but it is shown authentical- 
ly that in Luther’s opinion it is useless 
for the putative head of a family to box 
his wife’s ears. In Luther’s opinion, the 
sooner he learns who is really contro}- 
ling the family the better. Then his 
hope is in patience, even though when 
impatient he may succeed as against 
princes, cardinals and popes. Th many 
ways, Dr. Smith’s work is important in 
modern history, as in that of the past. 
He acknowledges his obligations for help 
from many high authorities, including 
his father, Dr. Henry Preserved Smith, 
the well-known theologian and Oriental- 
ist of Amherst. (Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co., Boston and New York.)

HEN the “classical in poetry’’ 
W comes to us from Rome in the 
Augustan Era through the Klon- 
ayke in 1897, and Philadelphia in 1911, it’s 
necessary to recognize it, whether grate- 
fully or not. Those who like “‘red blood’’ 
in their poetry, however, will be grateful 
enough to Francis Maule when he writes 
his Klondyke stories of the “Hl Dorado 

29"" series mostly in this measure: 


Day by day we hung right to it—both of 
us knew how to do it;

Of course, admirers of Kipling may 
say that Messrs. Maule and Kipling are 
‘birds of the same feather’ in the use 
of such lilts as this.

This 
much in the classical line, has Horace 
done for twentieth century melody 
through Messrs. Kipling, Maule and 
many more who do not care for Horace’s 
own opinion that fambics of this kind 
may become as criminal as the use made 
of them.

THE HELPFUL ANECDOTE. 
INCE Samuel Smiles won a name 
by giving helpful advice to young 
men, scores have copied his meth- 
od. The latest book of the kind is ““The 
Young Man and His Problems,” by 
James L. Gordon. It is made attrac- 
tive by an abundance of apt anecdotes, 
such as that of Spurgeon, the great 
preacher, who thought he could smoke 
“to the glory of God,” but was forced 
to quit when he found the indulgence in 
tobacco was wrecking his ‘nerves.

“|, ATER PRATT PORTRAITS.” — 
T is always refreshing to see an au- 
| thor retufh to the scenes of a for- 
mer success, not to make capital 
out of an erstwhile popularity; but to 
harvest some as yet ungarnered por- 
tions of a familiar fleld. Such was 
the case when Anna Fuller again be- 
came in “Later Pratt Portraits’’ the 
painter of the Pratt family, which she 
first introduced to the public many 
years ago in a volume entitled “Pratt 
Portraits.”” In “Later Pratt Portraits’’ 
we meet for the first time as grown 
men and women the little children 
whose “gay chatter and childish ego- 
tism’’ so annoyed Aunt Betsy in the 
earlier book. In addition, we see again, 
but always from a different angle, the 
older and already familiar members of 
the family. In the young people we 
recognize the effect of alien blood upon 
the family traits, and in our old friends 
the changes incident with age. 
For a work of character sketches the 
book is unique in its lack of dependence 
upon time and background. The scene 
is laid 40 years ago in New England; but 
so bright is the reflection of Miss Ful- 
ler’s mirror and so well is it placed 
that the reader will invariably recog- 
nize, within the sphere of his own ac- 
quaintances, the prototypes of such 
characters as Old Lady -Pratt, Georgi- 
ana, William’s Willie, Jane and Susan.

Its 
plan, already familiar to many, includes 
the adyance of science, literature, art, 
education and everything whieh belongs 
to the mind’s life, with all that develops 
out of this into the practical. As might 
be expected from such a year as 1910, 
the story of its advance in “the con- 
quest of the air’’ and in the use of elec- 
tricity on the ground levels are features 
around which anyore who knows how 
to use such a book can soon group all 
that belongs to general progress. Each 
American state and each important 
country of the world is treated under 
its own name, while separate articles 
sum whatever is really of world-wide in- 
terest in history as made by all coun- 
tries. Finally, results are summed in 
tables of statistics. As an encyclopedia 
it supplements the latest. An an inde- 
pendent reference book it offers the 
best-informed the details they are sure 
to have forgotten about what they know 
best and need most. Aside from its 
other uses it is good reading. Many of 
its articles, contributed by specialists, 
are above the standards of similar ar- 
ticles in the best magazines or in stand- 
ard text-books. It is illustrated with 
photo engravings and with all neces- 
sary maps.
